The Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway company has decided to build a 
new line from Chicago to Madison, but 
will not begin its construction until July 
1883, but when commenced it will be fin* 
iahed iu three months. Tho starting 
point will be at Elgiu, forty miles from 
Chicago, on the Chicago aud Pacific di- 
viaiou of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railway. The line will then run up 
the Fox river valley to Geneva Lake, and 
from there to Milton Junction, and there 
connected with the Prairie du Chien di­ 
vision. The line will make a very direct 
route from Madison to Chicago, and will 
also make a short line from Chicago to 
St. Paul. 


The matter of a s k in g for e x p e n s e s by 
those who attended Garfield's funeral in 
an official capacity, seems to have been a 
regular grab game. One member of the 
House of Representatives has just said: 
“I am sorry to see that the press has prac­ 
tically ceased to demand the production 
of the bills incurred by the Congressional 
funeral party while attending the funeral 
of the late President Garfield at Cleve­ 
land, and thus relieve the minds of a 
score of members. If those bills were 
made public a good many so-called states­ 
men would not n o m in a te d for Congress 
this year. I have s e e n tho bills, a u d I 
know what I say. It will probably be a 
a surpise to a good many people to know 
that J udge Taylor, the chairman of our 
special committee, put in a bill to cover 
a few dollars’ expense on going from his 
house in Warren, Ohio (not a great ways 
from Mentor*, to Cleveland, and that 
Speaker Keifer likewise put iu a bill of 
expense in going to Cleveland fro m his 
home at Springfield. I could also men- 
tidto the names of members who put in 
bills for railroad fare, where as a matter 
of fact they rode on annual passes. There 
is a move in some of the newspapers to 
work, aud I hope as a warning for future 
statesmen that they will continue to de­ 
mand the bills until the pressure be­ 
comes so great that the House will be 
forced to order them made public." 


A POPULAR MEAS! KE. 


W a s h i n g t o n , May 16.—Yesterday and 
to-day the bill called the 5 per cent, bill 
has been discussed iu the Senate, aud it 
is rapidly becoming a subject of interest 
to several States. The bill was intro­ 
duced by Senator Voorhees, at the begin­ 
ning of the session; but this is not the 
first appearance of the matter in Con. 
gross. It drrects the Secretary of the In­ 
terior to ascertain the amount of public 
lands entered 
by 
the 
location 
of 
military scrip and land warrants in the 
States of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Mis­ 
souri, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Arkansas, Lou­ 
isiana, Alabama, Mississippi, Florida, 
Oregon, Nevada and Colorado, whose en­ 
abling acts of admission into the Union 
contam a stipulation for the payment of 
five per cent. on the sales of the public 
lands; after which investigation the sec 
rotary of the interior is to certify the 
amount to the secretary of the treasury, 
who is directed to pay 5 per cent. on the 
aggregate value of $1.25 per acre; and, to 
this end, he is to give iuterest-bearing 
certificates to the governor or assigned 
agents of the states named, to rjn twenty 
years and payable when due on presen­ 
tation. The bill is popular because so 
many states are to be benefitted by its 
wssage, some of them to a large amount 
Wisconsin’s share will probably exceed 
$400,003. In the further consideration 
of the bill the question may arise wheth­ 
er the government shall pay 5 per cent 
on the land it gave away.

Witness would tell her that he had paid 
ten or twelve cents a pound for steak 
when he had really paid thirty-five cents 
for the same.

She would lie upon three chairs, 
continued the witness, but on very warm 
days would sometimes lie upon the 
lounge in the dining room. She took her 
meals in the kitchen. The carpets she 
did not allow to be cleaned or dusted.

would never see.

The Mound-Bnildcrs. 
In his lecture before the New York 
Academy of Sciences the other evening, 
on the prehistoric races of the Amer­ 
ican Continent, Prof. John S. Newber­ 
ry furnished, perhaps, the finest and 
most lucid summary that has yet 
been given of the present state of 
our verified scientific information as to 
the mound-builders, the house-buildei's, 
the Aztecs of the South, and the condi­ 
tion of the arts of civilization among 
these representatives of lost types. So 
many ingenious scientific romances 
have been elaborated by speculative 
antiquaries as to the origin of these 
races, and their possible relation to the 
prehistoric types of the Old World, that 
such a resume as Dr. Newberry gave of 
what is actually ascertained or fairly 
inferable from the data of mounds, pot­ 
tery, inscriptions, textile fabrics, and 
other remains, is peculiarly valuable to 
the general student, who, bewildered 
by speculative theories cleverly inter­ 
laced with facts, andsaddly puzzled by 
remoted inference stated as verified in­ 
formation, finds himself without a start­ 
ing point for the formation of an opin­ 
ion. 
While not sharing in the fanatic 
enthusiasm that places these races in 
advance of the contemporary civiliza­ 
tion of the prehistoric races of Europe 
and Asia, and while takiug no part in 
the endeavor to trace a relation be­ 
tween them, Dr. Newberry concedes 
their progress in certain arts and Hie 
magnificent scale upon which their 
pub! [ic works were constructed. He 
regards the mound-builders of the Val­ 
ley of the Mississippi, among whom the 
symbolical form appears to have been 
neglected in the construction of their 
wrorks of sepulture, and the races fur- 
Uier West who built in the forms of 
,birds And now exUnct animals, as be­ 
longing to the same primitive stock, now 
probably represented by a few tribes 
of Western Indians—indians so called 
for want of a better name, but differ­ 
ing in ancestral descent from the sav 
age hordes to whom that term has been 
appropriated as widely as the Arab dif­ 
fers from the Persian. Unfortunately 
for science, and, perhaps, for Dr. New 
berry’s view of the subject, the re­ 
mains of textile fabrics that tvere 
buried in the mounds have been de­ 
stroyed by time and dampness, with 
the exception of a few shreds, which 
have been preserved by the salts of 
copper generated by the utensils with 
which they were originally interred, 
These shreds are not sufficient to es­ 
tablish an identity of design between 
the textile products of the mound- 
builders and the curious blankets man­ 
ufactured by certain house building 
tribes extant at the present day. Evi­ 
dences derived from physical structure 
are, however, by no means to be disre­ 
garded in such cases, and here the tes­ 
timony is strikingly in favor of the hy­ 
pothesis that the descendants of the 
mound-buil4t*rs are to be sought in 
certain types of the so-called Indians 
in the far West. Dr. Newberry has 
imade alarge and valuable collection of 
the textile fabrics bearing upon the 
question, and it is a singular fact that 
the distaff in use amoog these tribes 
and the mode of weaving are exactly 
identical with those of the ancient 
races of the Old World. One must 
not be misled by such coincidences, 
which, though striking and curious.are 
like philological analogies and resem 
blances of root words, to say nothing 
of designs in the decoration of pottery, 
insufficient grounds for the assertion of 
a theory, lf, as prehistoric geogra­ 
phers contend.thc area now occupied by 
the Indian Ocean was once the seat of 
a densely populated continent, it is 
very possible that some historical rela­ 
tion may be finally made out between 
the primitive races of the great conti­ 
nents on the surface of the globe, but 
at the present juncture, as Dr. Newber­ 
ry shows, there is not even sufficient 
basis for the most shadowy impression 
to that effect.—N. Y. Tunes.

Wreck In* a Railway. 


From daylight on Wednesday, De­ 
cember 7th, we marched, through rain 
and stiff mud, steadily toward the 
South, crossing the Nottaway River on 
pontoons at eight p. rn ; and halting at 
midnight for such rest as we could find 
on the cold, damp soil of a corn-field. 
Next day, on again we went, straight 
toward the South,through Sussex Court 
House at ten a. rn., halting at dusk near 
the Weldon and Petersburg Railway, 
about five miles from tho North Caro­ 
lina line. 
We soon learned that this was to be 
a winter raid on the enemy's communi­ 
cations, to destroy the Welden road, 
and so render it useless to them. 
Never was railway more completely 
destroyed! The morning after we had 
reached die scene of operations, in the 
drizzling rain and falling sleet, the 
whole command was set to work. 
As 
far as tho eye could sec down the road 
were men in blue, divested of weapons 
and accouterments, prying and wrench­ 
ing, and tearing away at iron rails and 
wooden ties. It is a well built road, and 
hard to tear up. The rails were what 
are known as “T" rails, and each be­ 
ing securely fastened to its neighbor at 
either end by a stout bar of iron or 
steel which had been forced into the 
groove of the T, the track was virtual­ 
ly two long, 
unbroken rails for its 
whole length.

plagued things are all spliced together 
at the j'ints, and the only way to get 
them off is to pry up the whole thing, 
rails, ties and all, and then split the 
ties off from the rails when you've got 
her upside down." 
So, with fence-rails for levers, the 
men fell to work, prying and heave-I- 
ho-ing, until one side of the road, ties, 
.track and all, pulled and wrenched by 
thousands of strong arms, began to 
loosen and move, and was raised grad­ 
ually higher and higher. 
Forced at 
last to a perpendicular, it was pushed 
over and laid upside down, with a 
mighty cheer. 
Once the thing was started, it was 
easy enough to roll miles and miles of 
it over without a break. 
Aud so bri­ 
gade after brigade did roll it; splitting 
off the ties, and w'renching away the 
rails. 
It was not enough, however, merely 
to destroy the track—the rails must be 
made forever useless as rails. Accord­ 
ingly, the ties were piled in heaps, or 
built up as children build corn-cob 
houses, and then the heaps were tired. 
H ie rails were laid across the top of 
the burning pile 
where they soon 
became, red-hot In the middle, and bent 
themselves double by tho weight of 
their ends which hung out beyond the 
reach of the fire, 
in some cases, how­ 
ever, a grim and humorous conceit led 
to a more artistic use of the heated 
rails, for many of them were taken to a 
tree hard by, and twisted two or three 
times around the trunk, while not a few 
of the men hat on the happy device of 
bending the rails, some into the shape 
of a U, and others into the shape of an 
S, and setting them up by pairs against 
the fences along the line, in order that, 
in this oft-repeated iron U S, it might 
be seen that Uncle Sam had been look­ 
ing around in those parts.—Harry Af.

sented Saint Marino, the patron saint 
of the Republic. 
Dr. Lam broso re­ 
ceived a high decoration for himself 
and one for the Chief of the Republic. 
In exchange. San Marino sent the Bey 
the Grand Cross of St. Marino, and 
this exchange of civilities ended satis­ 
factorily to all concerned.— The Century.
